‘Boction § provides that any leneal
descondent of any voter in thin county,
prior to 1847, shall be entitied to vote
whether he can and write, or not, It
I8 & constitutional decree that the Ang
1o-Saxon shall govern in this state, On
this platform the democracy stands
The republicans have challenged this
amendment for party protection. It
s a crucial test between southern fe-
publicanism and souther democpracy.”
